The DVD entitled #22873 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication #22873 tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. One scene in particular 
contrives to encourage the viewer to regard the woman as a young person and, by extension, to 
consider young persons as appropriate, willing and viable sexual partners for adults. Several scenes 
depict women being sexually stimulated until they urinate in a manner that is clearly for the benefit 
of the camera. The publication is therefore deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) and s3(2)(d) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 


The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with Parliament's 
intention in the FVPC Act to deem objectionable publications that tend to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. 
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
